I  ed  or  annihilated  its  native  iidlueneugic  From  that 
I  time  to  the  present,  it  has  been  thou^t  necessary 
in  most  countries,  to  make  legal  provision  for  the 
!  support  of  the  Gospel,  and  in  many  instances,  to

Neither — it  is  th* 
plain  but  dignified  language  of  men  who  have  ta¬ 
ken  their  gniund,  and  who  have  deliberately  Count¬ 
ed  the  immense  cost  at  which  it  must  be  raaintain- 
!ed — who,  with  a  manly  ingenuousness,  embrac* 
the  earliest  occasion  to  apprise  both  their  m^s- 
trates  and  the  world,  of  their  determination.  Tbia 
it  was  proper  they  should  do,  as  they  were  acting 
upon  a  question  involving  immense  interests— anw 
this  they  did,  as  men  of  candor  and  integrity.  And 
it  wrung  from  their  rulers  the  just  tribute  of  admi¬ 
ration — “  for  when  they  saw  the  boldness  of  Pete? 
and  John,  and  perceived  that  they  were  unlearned 
and  ignorant  men,  they  marvelleil.”  " 

These  men  welcomed  all  the  consequences  of 
their  disobedience  ;  for  they  submitted  with  unpa¬ 
rallelled  patience  and  fortitude,  to  every  indignity  { 
nittl  suffering  that  ingenuity  cciild  invent,  or  power 
inflict.  In  this  llieyf  seem  to  act  upon  the  princi- 
I  ^c,  that  the  violation  of  a  know  n  l.nw  might  be 
justly  punished,  even  when  it  was  unilerstcotl  that 
the  law  itself  was  arbitrary  and  oppressive.  They 
evidently  hoped,  and  with  gixx!  reason,  that  peace¬ 
ful  endurance  would  in  due  time  correct  the  evils 
under  which  they  sutl'ernl,  and  give  them  liberty 
of  conscience.  And  it  prixliiced  these  ends.  But 
had  not  the  influence  of  Christ ianitv  been  favorable 
to  the  political  well-being  of  mankind,  these  kindly 
results  would  never  have  been  attained. 

I  From  these  facts,  it  is  shown  that  the  Christian 
:  system  is  favorable  to  just  views  of  the  nature  and 
I  pur|)osc8  of  civil  government,  and  rcndiicivc  to  the 
I  social  happiness  of  the  human  race.  Because,

On  the  alternate  Sun¬ 
days  of  his  absence,  the  Church  Wardens  read 
the  services.  TItcre  is  in  this  chtirch  a  (lourish- 
in<T  Sunday  school,  in  which  several  hundred 
children  (4.5ths  of  whom,  probably,  r.re  colored) 
are  weekly  instructed  to  read,  sin^  and  recite  Iroiii 
the.New  Testament,  or  other  books  approved  by 
that  church.  There  is  also  a  Catholic  church, 
of  which  Rev.  Mr.  O’Kennedy  i.s  pastor,  having 
a  chapel  a,  Rassin,  one  at  West  Er.d,  ami  one  in 
the  centre  of  the  island,  though  he  officiates  most 
of  the  lime  at  IJassin. 

But  the  most  numerous  church  is  the  Mora¬ 
vian,  having  been  csiabhshetl  in  St.  Thomas,  by 
missionaries,  as  early  as  1732,  and  kept  up  in  that 
island  and  this,  nearly  all  the  time,  and  through 
all  changes,  to  the  pioscm.  There  are  three 
Moravian  establishments  at  this  island,  one  at 
Bassin.  one  at  West  End,  and  one  near  the  cen¬ 
tre.  The  minister  is  called  the  Boss,  and  holds 
a  sort  of  court  every  Tuesday  evening,  he  judg¬ 
ing  and  reconciling  all  differences  with  the  male 
membcis,  and  his  wife  with  the  female  members; 
thus  giving  advice  to  all  who  seek  it,  and  har¬ 
monizing  and  promoting  peace  between  husband 
and  wife,  and,  indeed,  through  their  whole  com¬ 
munity.  There  are  six  thousand  shsves  within 
tlie  pale  of  this  church.  I  understand  the  Boss 
preaches  only  to  them,  and  that  in  the  mixed  or 
negro  languacc  peculiar  to  the  slave.  The  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  Boss  is  very  great,  and  regarded  as 
exceedingly  salutary.  I  am  told,  th.at  the  slave, 
who  is  a  member  of  this  cliiirch,  would  much  ra¬ 
ther  receive  a  whipping,  than  have  a  complaint 
entered  against  him  to  the  Bovs,  though  the  lear 
of  the  Boss  is  no  other  than  that  of  a  temjKirary 
cxrisioii  from  the  church.  This,  however,  is  a 
greatly  dreaded  evil.  Dr.  Titckerman  (to  whom 
I  before  alluded,  and  from  whose  letter  I  gather¬ 
ed  several  of  these  facts)  says,  the  Governor 
General  of  Santa  Crtiz  told  me  there  \vas  a  Mo¬ 
ravian  minister  in  St.  Thomas,  who  was  more  ef¬ 
fective  for  the  security  of  ifiat  island,  than  would 
be  200  soldiers.” 

Such  being  the  fact,  well  may  the  Danish  go¬ 
vernment  not  only  tolerate  but  encourage  the 
Moravian  niinisiersui  their  efforts  to  improve  the 
religious,  moral,  and  social  condition  of  the  slave. 
'Ami  they  ought  lo  be  considered  as  justly  entitled 
to  great  praise  fortlicii  apostolic  zeal,  simplicity, 
patience,  and  perseverance  in  well  doiti.7.  This 
community  likewise  has  shofis  fur  all  kinds  of 
smith’s  woik,  both  in  iron  and  copper;  and  their 
own  labor  furnishes  about  half  the  means  of  su|)- 
porting  the  institution,  ^'he  government  is  now 
erecting  quite  a  number  of  fnic  stone  buildings, 
in  different, parts  of  the  island,  to  serve  both  for 
churches  and  school  houses,  for  these  people  and 
for  the  slaves  generally. 

In  this  island,  free  blacks,  or  men  of  color,  have 
all  the  privileges  of  D;ini:h  subjects.  A  largo 
proportion  of  the  in'*ch:'ni<s  of  the  towns,  are 
colored  men  ;  and  there  are  two  colored  corps  in 
the  militia.  One  of  the  "oveirior’s  tiids  is  color¬ 
ed,  and  ho  freqitenily  has  colored  men  at  l>is  le¬ 
vees,  The  slave,  as  well  as  the  free  man,  may  go, 
if  he  please,  directly  to  the  governor  vvitli  his 
complaint,  and  will  receive  as  pronijit  and  equal 
justice  as  the  other.  Slaves,  too,  liave  a  right  to 
demand  thair  appraisal  by  their  master,  and  to 
ta'^e  their  freedom,  if  they  can  raise  the  money  at 
whicli  th‘'y  are  appraized.  If  they  are  dissatisfi 
with  their  ownei’s  ai)|)r:.isal  of  tl'.eiu,  they  have 
a  right  to  demand  a  boaid  of  reference,  it  being 
understood  that  the  owner  shall  m  ike  one  of  this 
board  ;  and  if  they  can  earn  or  procure  the  price 
thus  fixed  upon  them,  the  owner  is  obliged  to  let 
them  go  free.  Anticipating  ultimate  emancipa¬ 
tion  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  age,  the 
owncR  of  slaves  do  not  put  near  as  high  a  price 
on  them  as  in  the  United  States,  or  even  in  seve¬ 
ral  other  West  India  Islands.  They  are  generally 
valued,  (i.  e.  able  bodied  men  and  womeu,)  frons 


l{  $150  to  $300,  and  mechaoics  from  $300  to  $500. 

'  Capt.  C<  Whitmore  iuformed  me,  that  he  had 
!'  uever  owned  a  slave,  but  had  bought  the  freedom 
I  of  several,  they  working  fur  him  a  certain  uum- 
jj  ber  of  years,  (from  2  to  4,)  in  consideration  of  his 
jl  advancing  the  money  to  pay  their  owners  their 
appraised  value.  In  one  instance  he  iiifoimed 
me,  that  a  woninU  cainc  to  him  and  entreated  he 
I'  would  thus  adv.nucu  the  money  and  buy  her  ser- 
ij  vices  for  her  freedom.  The  price  was  $1.50. — 
I'  She  had  brought  with  her  $40  to  advance  ou  the 
jl  price.  11c  told  her  he  had  not  then  the  money 
by  him  necessary  to  buy  her,  or  he  .vould  cheer¬ 
fully  do  it.  She  went  away,  and  in  a  very  short 
time  returned  with  $100  >Spauisli  dollars,  which 
she  had  borrowed  of  a  female  slave,  desking  him 
'only  to  give  his  obligation  for  the  ivpaymeiit  of 
that,  and  thus  she  purchased  her  freedom. 

Beside  Sundays,  slaves  generally  have  every 
other  Saturday,  some  every  Saturday,  to  work 
for  themselves.  The  money  they  then  cam,  and 
what  they  arc  able  to  lay  up  from  the  sale  ol 
Guinea  glass,  which  they  carry  to  town  fur  horse 
feed,  and  what  they  get  fur  eggs,  poultry,  pigs, 
I'riiii,  etc.,  (almost  all  of  which  are  owned  by,  and 
purchased  from  the  negroes,  alone,)  enables  al¬ 
most  any  industrious  and  economi(;:il  slave  to 
purchase  his  freedom,  if  he  wishes  lo,  iii  from 
two  to  four  years.  The  slave  population  is 
rather  dimiii^shiug  than  increasing,  Ibr  the  fol¬ 
lowing  reasons  : — Some  liave  purchased  their 
freedom ;  the  sla^ve  trade,  by  winch  many  were 
foriiietly  imported  to  the  island,  has  entirely 
ceasoil ;  and  of  the  negro  children  born  here,  1 
learn  that  many  die  of  lockjaw  before  they  are 
nine  days  old,  whether  from  clit.iatc,  or  liie  con¬ 
stitution  and  habits  of  the  parents,  or  from  their 
treutiiicnt  of  infants,  1  know  not. 

In  Santa  Cruz,  Sunday  is  the  great  market  day. 
Then  the  slaves  come  in  front  all  the  country  es¬ 
tates,  bringing  in  loads  of  iVuit,  etc.,  of  all  kinds, 
butties  of  inurby,  etc.,  for  sale,  and  from  9  o’clock, 
A.  M.,  till  sunset,  the  market  square,  shaded 
with  Otaheitas,  is  covered  by  hundreds  of  negroes, 
many  standing,  but  mostly  sitting  on  the  ground,, 
by  the  articles  they  have  for  sale.  They  thus 
make  it  nut  only  a  day  of  iiiercliandize  and  money¬ 
making,  but  ol  social  freedom  anti  rcp  iricc.  Still 
I  have  never  seen  them  rude  or  nuisy  on  those 
occasions,  and  seldom  have  1  seen  a  negro  intoxi¬ 
cated. 

The  principal  boarding-houses  at  West  End, 
(where  piobably  nineteen-twentieths  of  the  Ame¬ 
ricans  slay,)  are  those  of  Mrs.  Eagan,  Mrs. 
Boyle,  M  iss  Rogers,  Captain  Codwise,  and  Mes- 
damos  Biiggs  and  Rogers.  At  Bassiti,  those  ol 
Mrs.  Carduu  and  Mrs.  Hanson.  The  price  ol 
board  per  week,  without  wine,  is  $10.  The  mar¬ 
ket  price  of  butcher’s  meat,  is  1C  cents  per  pound. 
Pork  and  iiiutiou  here  are  excellent ;  beef  rather 
lough.  Fish  arc  plenty,  and  not  as  high  as  meat 
111  tiie  naiikct.  Before  the  butchers  are  allowed 
to  sell  any  meat  to  the  citizens,  llie  garrison  ut 
soldiers  in  the  Fort  must  be  supplied — 1.  e.,  they 
must  have  the  first  choice  of  meat. 

The  curreucy  here  is  mostly  an  adulterated 
silver,  the  siiialicst  com  ol  which  is  a  stiver,  about 
tlie  size  of  our  sixpence,  but  i:i  value  wurih  only 
I  1-3  cent.  Three  stiver  iiicccs.  or  lialf  a  good 
bit,  comes  next;  tlie  old  bit,  or  five-stiver  piece, 
comes  next;  the  ten-stiver  piece,  worth  13  1-3 
!  cents,  next.  The  ”  good  b:t”  is  only  a  nominal 
I  coin  worth  six  stiven.  A  "piece  of  eifkt"  is  also 
I  a  nominal  coin  worth  64  cents.  They  have  p;i|>er 
money,  govcriiinciital  notes,  of  6  pieces  of  eight 
I  ($3.26) — 10  pieces  of  eight  (.f6.40) — also,  50  and 
I  xOO  pieces  ol' eight.  Sjianisli  dutibUions  are  here 
worth  $17;  Patriot  do.,  $16.  Spanish  and  Ame¬ 
rican  dcllars,  half  and  ipiarter  dollars,  ns  also 
American  eagles  and  half  eagles,  go  here  fur  their 
nominal  and  real  value. 

I  must  here  say  a  few  words  concerning  medi- 
ciucs.  Any  man  who  comes  to  Sania  Cruz  ex¬ 
pecting  to  use  much  medicine,  must  either  pro- 
I  cure  and  bring  it  with  him,  or  else  calculate  on 
I  being  extraragantly  shared  in  the  prico  of  it  here. 


The, King’s  Physician  (Dr.  Worm)  is  the  only 
licensed  apothecary  in  the  place,  (West  End.) 
and  charges  whatever  he  pleases  for  medicines. 
A  day  or  two  after  my  arrival,  I  stepped  into  his 
shop  to  procure  a  little  sub.  curb,  of  soda,  tarta¬ 
ric  acid,  and  the  few  trifling  el  ceteras  that  go  with 
them  for  mixing  a  dt^en  draughts  of  compounded 
or  artificial  Congress  water,  which  altogether 
would  have  cost  me  in  America,  25  or  possibly 
50  cents.  The  Dr.  bowed,  and  smiled,  and  said 
1  should  have  it ;  and  after  I  had  waited  some 
time  for  two  awkward  clerks  to  put  it  up,  and 
watched  them  to  see  that  they  made  no  blunders, 
he  presented  with  a  bill  of  $4.64.  I  paid  it,  and 
congratulated  myself  on  having  my  eye  teeth  to 
seusoncbly  cut,  and  at  so  cheap  a  rate,  and  also 
that  the  Dr.  did  not  happen  to  have  one  ouucs 
more  of  sub.  carb.  of  soda,  necessary  for  the 
making  up  of  two  dozen  draughts,  which  I  at  first 
ordered,  and  which  would  nave  amovtnted  to 
neatly  $10.  Some  of  the  American  boarders 
here,  I  understand,  have  been  charged  $1  fur  a 
simple  portion  of  Epsom  salts,  and  other  things 
in  proportion.  Dr.  Tuckerrnan  says,  that  in  ths 
Winter  of  1837,  “  $2  per  dozen  were  required 
for  quinine  pills  of  one  grain  each;  $3-20  for  20 
pcppcrinc  p:lls;  10  cents  a  drop  for  a  solutioQ  of 
morphine,  and  $13  for  13  leeches,  only  five  of 
which  were  used.” 

For  riding,  the  roads  near  West  End  arc  vciy 
fine — indecil,  I  never  saw  better.  Horses  or  po- 
neys  (the  latter  are  mostly  useil  for  horseback 
riding)  can  be  had  saddled  and  brought  to  you, 
for  50  cents  a  ride,  or  for  $16  per  month ;  a  horss 
and  ehaise,  tliough  not  of  the  first  quality,  for 
$32  per  month;  a  good. four  wheeled  chaise,  for 
$40 ;  and  a  carriage  to  carry  four  persons,  from 
$60  to  $70.  Walking,  and  riding  on  horscb<ick, 
for  invalids  strong  enough  to  bear  them,  are  un- 
doubted'y  the  most  healthy  kindsof  exercise,  and 
should  by  no  means  be  neglected.  They  should 
be  taken,  however,  iu  the  morning  before  break¬ 
fast.  or  afrer  4  o’clock,  P.  5^  as  the  best  of  iho 
yiiii  lietwecn  those  hours,  is  generally  oppressive 
’imd  lojnrions.  TV»«  frequency  of  showers  lutre, 
renders  it  ncccs.<ary  for  one  to  take  with  him  bis 
iiinbrella  whenever  he  walks  or  rides.  It  must 
fiiriiier  be  remarked,  that  although  there  is  a  con¬ 
stant  Summer  temperature  here,  and  a  person 
may  safely  sleep  with  a  window  up  at  night,  with 
no  covering  on  him  but  a  sheet,  yet  he  must  not 
allow  a  draft  of  air  to  circulate  over  his  bed. 
Both  strangers  and 'creoles  arc  liable  to  colds 
here,  and  can  not  with  impunity  sit  in  a  draft  of 
air.  when  warm  or  perspiring. 

Since  I  commenced  this  letter,  I  have  conclud¬ 
ed  to  embrace  an  opportunity  of  sailing  for  South 
America,  011  Monday  next,  (the  18lh  inst.,)  from 
.St.  Thomas,  for  which  island  I  am  to  sail  cither 
tills  evening*  or  to-morrow  morning.  )  go  lu 
(oinpany  with  Mr.  Penficid,  who  is  a  clerk  in  ths 
Utica  Bank,  .and  will  go  with  me  to  South  Ame¬ 
rica.  and  thence  the  ruiiiids  of  the  Great  .\ntillet.

And  even  con- 
fined  as  niy  search  lias  been,  the  testimony  is  quite  suf-  j 
ficient  to  prove  the  Anieiican  Sunday  School  Union  j 
guiltv  of  base  and  wilful  falsehood  in  offering  their  Li¬ 
brary  as  an  iinsectariau  one — and  to  show  that  it  is  not 
fit  for  introduction  into  common  schools. 

I  therefore  solcmi.ly  repeat,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  all  j 
who  have  been  deceived  into  purchasing  a  library  frojn 
the  Union,  forthwith  toexaniine  it,  marl? the  objectiona 
ble  passages,  and  return  it  to  the  seller  with  a  demand 
for  the  purchase  money.  If  this  demand  is  resisted,  sue 
the  vender  for  paliiiing  off  the  article  under  false  pre¬ 
tences.  This  .should  be  done  immediately,  and  in  every 
case.

And  still  worse — 
they  have  placed  them  in  the  common  schools  of  our 
city;  thus  aiding  this  proselyting  society  in  instilling 
their  moral  poison  into  the  minds  of  our  youth  at  the 


I  say  this  is  important,  because  if  either  of  them  be  the

bis  chosen  people,  but  the  devil ;  and  Paul  uttered  bias- 1 
pljemy  when  he  said,  “  there  is  one  God  and  Father  of  j 
all,  who  is  above  all,  and  through  all,  and  in  you  all.”  | 
;  If  God  is  nut  the  Father  of  .sinners,  Christ’s  instruction,  I 
‘‘  Love  your  enemies,  bless  them  that  curse  you,  do  good 
to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  thermwhich  despite- 
fully  use  you  and  persecute  you ;  that  ye  m.ay  be  the 
children  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven,”  etc.,  is  not 
binding  upon  them,  but  upon  Christians  only.  Hence 
siniHirs,  according  to  the  above  theory,  are  not  bound 
to  yield  obedience  to  God,  because  to  be  practically  the 
children  of  their  father,  they  must  obey  the  devil.  Shame 
upon  the  man  who  will  thus  endeavor  to  sustain  a  fa¬ 
vorite  dogma,  at  the  expense  of  truth ! 

But  let  us  examine,  in  connexion  with  its  context,  the 
passage  which  has  caused  so  much  dilliculty  in  tlie  minds 
of  the  devil’s  defenders. 

“  Ye  are  ofyourFatherthe devil.”  Why?  “He  was 
a  murderer  from  the  beginning,  and  abode  not  in  truth; 
because  there  is  no  truth  in  him.  When  he  speaketh  a 
lie,  lie  speaketh  of  his  own :  fur  he  is  a  liar,  and  the  fa¬ 
ther  of  it.”  Now,  which  is  represented  by  the  devil  in 
his  capacity  of  a  father,  tl.-.;  Jews,  or  their  murderous 
and  lying  dispo.sitions?  Let  the  following  answer. 

“  .And  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  do.”  Why  ? — 
“  Ho  that  is  of  God,  beareth  God’s  words:  ye  therefore 
hear  them  not,  because  yc  are  not  of  God.”  Here  then 
is  the  wiiole  mystery.  God  was  their  Father,  but  they 
were  not  his  cliddreti  by  imitation  and  obedience.  TbC
